much longer transmission lines re-

population. 


Hope having command of its own 


domestic consumers .therefore, it is 
up to Hope to do something for rural 
electrification in its own county—so 
far as as that is economically practi- 
cable.

In Ouachita county, where the Ark- 


ansas Power & Light Co. operates, the 
percentage of farm homes havinc elec- 
tric lights is between 5 and 8.3 per 
cent—the best record in the stale.

municipal plant in command, the per- 
centage of electrically-lighted

homes is only 1 to 1.9 per cent—the 
second worst in the slate.

a richer area than rural G'uachila.

What I am suggesting is simply this: 
The City of Hope should obtain 


from the State Utilities Commission a 
certificate of public convenience to en- 
gage in trade outside the corporation 
line—and should then survey (he rural 
field for a distance of 15 to 20 miles 
in every direction. 


Heretofore such outside connections 


as have been made with Ihe city's 
system have been the result of farm- 
ers' purchase of transmission lines. 


That won't get Ihe rural electrifica- 


tion program very far. 


What we need is a larger application 


of the city's plant revenues to the 
extension of its own equipment and 
the increase of its annual business—to 
do justice lo our farm neighbors in 
this 20lh century. 


The federal government is assisting 


both private and municipally-owned 
power plants to build 
rural 
lines. 


Hope should look into this. 


Our farm customers have a right to 


demand thai we look into it—for we 
have the only generating plant they 
can possibly look to.

Crosnoc and Chris Whcal-jn, the lat- 
ter a negro, after they confessed thai 
they were hired to burn the gin. The 
man accused of hiring it burned was 
convicted but Ihe Arkansas Supreme 
Court reversed the judgement on ap- 
peal on the ground that testimony of 
the trio was not corroborated by ot'-er 
cvidencc.

Hutson 
has been at liberty under a 60-day 
furlough granted several weeks ago 
to permit him to appear a.s u witness 
in a civil suit growing out of the yin 
burning.

should be served under clean condi- 
tions, and proper places for disposal 
of garbage should always be available. 


Most important also is the question 


of bedding. The tourist hs a right to 
know that clean sheets and clean 
towels have been provided for each 
guest. 


Emphatically, travelers should not 


sleep in rooms in which cooking is 
done. 


Not infrequently a 
motorist

comes ill while en route, and requires 
the attention of a physician. 
Some- 


times the person in charge of the tour- 
ist camp is able to advise him suit- 
ably, but in many cases the physician 
he suggests is chosen 
because of 


friendship rather than because of his 
special competence.

The reason, of course, 
is that Governor Davey is regarded as 
anti-New Deal. Furthermore, Demo- 
cratic Senator Bulkley didn't demand 
the top job for anybody and Demo- j 
erratic Senator Donahey, who submit- 
ted three names, made no hot fight 
for any particular candidate.

Exception In Virginia 


Anti-administration Senator Harry

for Virginia, but that's an exception 
to n rult- and was probably due to 
administration unwillingness to face a 
confirmation fight waged by Senators 
Byrd and Glass. 


There's reason to believe that neith-

New Dealer is going out of his way 
the.su days to favor any senator or 
representative who voted against the 
administration's "death sentence" in 
the holding company bill.
